I’ve stopped diinkingof 
that itrea as being my home for quite a 
while now, but I was surprised to find diat 
I've been away for so long now that, not 
only is it no longer home, but it now feels 
as saange to find myself in diat geogra- 
phy ;uid climate as to be in die Amazon 
basin or die Boliviiui Altiphuio (aldiough 
it’s a little, if not much, easier to adjust to 
the culture). 

Off I fiew... to Hong Kong. Well, it was 
on die way to Oz and I hadn’t seen my 
Hong Kongian friends for oh, about, 30 
mondis. I had a good visit, flie first 
impression you get of 1 IK is the sight of 
747's from all the big airlines (KLM, 
British Airways, Cathy Pacific, 
Lufdiansa, Air France, JAL, People’s 
etc.) on all sides. Mtuiy have to piu"k on 
the taniiac as the airport’s too busy for 
them all of to get acce.ss to the teniiinal. It 
was wiu-ni, aldiough not ;is wiuiii as I had 
imagined. Consumer products ;ire quite

cheap, aldiough not as cheap as I had 
imagined (I wouldn’t fly there to go 
shopping). The streets are quite full of 
people, although not as full as I had 
imagined. But now I understand why Piu 
(one of my HK friends) stayed close to 
me and frequendy bumped into me as we 
walked die streets of Europe a few years 
ago; diat’s how it is in Hk. If you make it 
a point to avoid physical contact with 
everyone on the street, you never get 
anywhere. Eventually youjustpushon, 
bumping as you go, never having to say 
you’re sorry (not many would under- 
stand, anyway). Actually, that was an 
unexpected bonus: although many HK 
people speak some english, when you’re 
in shops outside the most touristy areas, 
diey don’t feel confident enough to try 
high-pressure selling techniques on obvi- 
ously non-Chinese people. So, I freely 
meandered dirough shops and was only 
given information if I asked for it. I only 
stayed about a week in HK as my friends 
wer quite busy (normal in HK). They had 
fiunily obligations during Chinese New 
Year, and I was anxious to get to Oz to: 
find a place to live during the school year; 
pick up my motorbike shipped from 
Chile to Sydney (see previous letter); and 
travel a bit in die time remaining before 
Uni was to stxut. My travel time had been 
reduced from die originally-hoped-for 8 
weeks to 3 weeks (remember all those 
long-distance communicadons and bu- 
reaucratic maneuverings?). 

Off I flew... to Sydney. Well, it was on 
die way to Melbourne and Oz law says 
that everyone has to get off the plane and

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go Uirough security (again) before con- 
tinuing (on the same plane) to the next Oz 
destination. Most people I’ve asked 
Uiink tliat it’s because die autliorities 
don’ttrust «foreign» security checks, but 
tliey also make people who board at one 
Oz airport go through security at anotlier 
Oz airport before continuing on overseas. 
You figure it out. 

Off I flew. ..to Melbourne. Well, it was 
sort of on Ute way back to Sydney where 
my bike was but I first wanted to say «hi» 
to Uni and find a place to live. 1 did. 
During my 3 -day visit it was hot, cold, 
rainy, windy, cloudy, and sunny as it 
apparently often is. Four seasons in one 
day, tliey say. 

Off I flew to Sydney, New Soutli Wales. 
Well, I finally reached my final (for a 
while) flight destination. I called an ex- 
McGilligan (name only revealed to Uiose 
with the hi-tech equipment to decifer tliis 
encoded message: lyrehC kuhcrazulS) 
from the airport and was picked up a 
couple hours later and taken camping for 
die weekend. It’s not what I generally do 
when I land, motorbike paniers in htuid, 
at a major intemadonal airport but I fig- 
ured that I shouldn’ t be so traditional . We 
got rained on ... a lot, ... and left early 
Sunday to go back to Sydney. We later 
learned lhata few hours later die highway 
was closed for flooding (which seems to 
be a part of Oz culture). Anodier part of 
the culture here is state-supplied roadside 
fireplaces to encourage die Ozzies not to 
bum down die bits of forest diey have left 
in this continental desert, but I disgress. 



I got my bike out of die crate and put it 
back togedier. 1 had figured on spending 
about 4 days in Sydney but had such a 
good time that 1 didn’t leave for 2 weeks. 
Each day in Sydney meant one less day 
on die road ( which is inversely propor- 
tional to road wturior credibility), but 1 
was having too much fun to leave. 1 dien 
had only a week before Uni started so.... 

Off I rode.. .into sunset (did 1 ever men- 
tion my dieory diat all hard-core nio- 
totcyclists tae cowboys bom too late? 
But that’ s anodier story). The sunset was 
inevitable. 1 was heading west diat day 
and as always, got a late start. After a few 
days of not-too-exciting, Venezuelan- 
rancli-like landscape (know wliat 1 
mean?), 1 was in Queensland where the 
big poliucid controversy was daylight 
savings time.

Well, the beautiful Snowy 
Mountains (and equtUly beautiful hydro- 
electic project) were on the way so 1 spent 
3 days riding and auiiping in die moun- 
tains iuid finally rode into Melbourne at 
sunset. Hey, diat’s not right. Cowboys 
me supposed to ride out of town atsunset.

Tlie Gale Cup Moot is one of Uie oldest 
national pleading competitions in Can- 
ada.

Tlie Gale Cup deals exclusively in prob- 
lems dealing with issues of criminal 
law. This year’s fascinating problem 
dealt witli tlie appeal of tlie notorious 
Kindler case, llie discussion focused 
on the deatli penalty in an exU'adition 
context, and triggered a Charter-biised 
analysis. Specifically, section 7 (de:d- 
ing witli die deprivation of liberty and 
security of the person), and section 12 
(cruel and unusual punishment) were at 
issue.

Named after die eminent jurist and late 
chief justice Bora La.skin, die Laskin 
Moot explores issues in Canadian ad- 
ministradve and consdtudonal law. 
This year’s competition was held in 
Fredericton, New Brunswick, and at- 
tracted teams from 17 law schools from 
across Canada including, of course, 
McGill. 

The Laskin Moot, emphasizing its na- 
tional character, is bilingual. In con- 
crete terms, die Official Rules require 
diat at least one quarter of a teiuiTs 
pleadings and factum be in French if 
odierwise in English, or vice versa, in 
English if odierwise in French. Hiis 
nadonal aspect of die competition is, 
dierefore, particularly well-suited to 
McGill’s program. 



Eighteen schools from across Ctuiada 
participated in diis impeccably orgiuiized 
event, including direc francophone uni- 
versities, giving the competition its bilin- 
gual flavour.
